It is of first importance that people 
both East and West should recognize 
the fact that neither has a monopoly 
of all wisdom, that all are Canadians 
and desire to advance Canada’s in- 
terests and welfare, that the people 
of both sections are equally loyal to 
the Dominion aad to its institutions 
and place in the British Empire, and 
that all aspersions cast by one sec- 
tion on the loyalty and patriotism of 
the other should come to a sudden 
stop. 

As a necessary step to that end 
there must be a frank recognition of 
the fact that Canada is a country of 
diverse races and creeds; that these 
ereeds are here to stay, and that it 
is humanly impossible, even were it 
desirable, to eradicate all nationalis- 
tic traits and characteristics. Conse- 
quently, the warfare which has gone 
on between English-speaking and 
French-speaking, and which has now 
developed into warfare between Eng- 
lish-speaking and all who speak any 
other language, must cease. By this 
we do not mean that Canadians 
should not gim at having every citi- 
zen of this country become proficient 
in the English language as the com- 
mon medium of communication of all, 
because, of course, in the interests of 
all this should be done, but it should 
not be done by coercive and harsh 
measures which only serve to antag- 


benefit of the other; that is, there 
must be mutual. sacrifice and co-op- 
eration for the common good of all. 

These things can be brought about 
by better knowledge of one another, 
Eastern manufacturers and _ political 
leaders should visit the West more 
frequently, and not mere flying visits, 
but for the purpose of actual and 
close study of conditions with a view 
to arriving at a real understanding of 
Western conditions and problems. 
Eastern manufacturers should send 
some of their leaders to attend the 
annual Grain Growers’ conyentions in 
the West. Their official organ, “In- 
dustrial Canada,” instead of always 
presenting the view of manufacturers 
to manufactufers, might well serious- 
ly and honestly endeavor to inform 
them of the Western viewpoint.

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naming Dr, Saunders, the man who 
gave Marquis wheat to the nation 
and the world? He might have farm- 
ed eighty or a hundred acres, kept a 
few cows and horses, made a living 
quietly and unostentatiously and nev- 
er been heard of. But he followed 
along lines. of ‘scientific agriculture; 
he profited by his technical educa- 
tion, and his hours were spent in the 
laboratory and watching the result 
from a few heads of grain raised-un- 
der special conditions and for a spec- 
ial purpose. The sum total of his 
study will ultimately add hundreds 
of millions of dollars to the wealth 
of Canada. We have not the time 
to tell the story of a life of devotion 
to scientific agriculture, but we do 
know that from the commercial — or 
financial standpoint this one’ student 
of scientific farming has done more 
for Canada than many captains of in- 
dustry, or great railway builders or 
kings of finance, or statesmen. All 
the money spent in Canada for scien- 
tific agricultural education has been 
worth while if we could point to no 
other product of eur agricultural col- 
leges than Dr. Saunders. To make 
our point plainer, his experiments, 
finally applied to farming, mean an 
average increase on every acre sown 
to wheat of nearly four bushels, and 
a greater guarantee from frost dan- 
ger, by reason of the earlier ripening 
of the new variety of wheat. 

Agricultural education! 

It has been little short of a joke. 

We have not, as yet, given serious 
consideration to agricultural educa- 
tion, Our parliamentarians, as well 
as the press and _ public, have been 
neglectful of agricultural education. 

We cry out in one breath for more 
agricultural education, but we forget 
to say in another breath that the 
means and facilitics must be provid- 
ed. 

True, in Manitoba we have spent 
millions 


on Agricultural College 
buildings—speculating politicians of 
other days are aware of the fact— 
but how much concentrated general 


public interest has there been on the 
educational side? 

At the present moment we are face 
to face, afresh, with the question of 
agricultural education. It is pro- 
posed to sell the present splendidly 
equipped Agricultural College build- 
ings and site to the Dominion gov- 
ernment, take the old buildings and 
small site up the Assiniboine river in 
part payment, put away a balance of 
$1,600,000 in the treasury, and. start 
practically anew. 

ts the move a wise one? We do 
not pretend to say. But we do know 
that the matter is one of such vital 
and vast importance to the province 
andthe nation, that we should con- 
sider well every step before any- 
thing irrevocable is done. The best 
counsel should be called in. $1,600,- 
000 looks very tempting in times 
like these, But in some matters the 
saving of money means retarding the 
progress of the country. Education 
of every character means . expendi- 
ture and the more and better the ed- 
ucation the greater the financial out- 


y. Upon second thought, there- 
fore, if the sale of the present Agri- 
cultural College buildings, means 


are we really saving? Even the in- 

terruption of certain alfalfa tests, 

now in progress for two or three 

years, might mean more of a loss to 

the province than all we should gain. 
* ste 


We look to see the day in Mani 
toba when the science of farming 
shall be better undcrsiood. We have 


referred to the absolute necessity 
and the possibility of vastly increas 
ing our production on the present 
acreage, The scien of farming 
taught in our college and in some of 
our schools must bring fresh and 
progressive ideas into farming. In- 
stead of so many herds of scrub 
stock, scientific farming. will intro- 
duce thoroughbred stock, Contrast 
a fine stock farm with the ordinary 
scrub stock* farm. 

Lack of education today results in 
a loss annually, in this province 
alone, amounting (o millions of dol 
lars. We are not speculative in our 
ideas; we are dealing with proves 
facts, established by the experience 
of other countrics 

Again, let us add that it is not for 
us to say what the immediate policy 
should be -with respect to the Agri- 
cultural College buildings, but we 
appeal to our governnicnt and to 
every citizen, to weigh well every 
fact and phase of the whole educa- 
tional question, before taking any 
step which may stop, if only for a 


time, progress towards better farm- 
ing in the banner agricultural pro- 
vince—by nature least—-of the 
whole Dominion—Winnipeg Tribune.

Farmers and others in the vicinity 
of Whiteshore Lake, about 60 miles 
west of Saskatoon, have joined in a 
small stampede to stake what are 
claimed to be potash-bearing strata 
under the lake and on its borders. 
All the claims are located in town- 
ship 37,,range 16; and township 36, 
range 15. hiteshore Lake is a long, 
narrow body of water about 18 miles 
in length and from one to three or 
four miles wide. The claims have 
been staked on the bottom of the 
lake and along the shore line. 

The claims are being staked as con- 
taining “sodium sulphate and_ other 
minerals.” Although nothing is said 
regarding the potash in the claims as 
filed, the words “and other minerals” 
dre intended to include the potash, 

The district is not the first one 
containing sodium salts to be found 
in Saskatchewan. Several other dis- 
tricts have been located during the 
past few months,

The Boche actually threw in 
division after division, and unit after 
unit, regardless of cost, in his aeere 
to stop our victorious progress. t 
was actually the hardest fighting that 
our Canadians have been. up against 
and the manner in which they took 
these terrible grucllings and stood 
these assaults during these days, is 
one of the most creditable occurren- 
ces in the anals of this great war.” 

Sir David also praises the work of 
reinforcements, “who had joined up 
just before these last operations, and 
who, I am sure, you will. be delighted 
to learn, stood it through so gallant- 
ly and courageously, as to fit them to 
be true comrades in every respect of 
the gallant men with whom they have 
become associated.”

Long Drinking of Mild Intoxicants 
Will Saturate a Man 

This condition is not brought about 

vast miajority of ca the 

use of whiskey. “Saturation” is gen- 


ina ses by 
Drinkers of 
whiskey, who drink freely 
short periods, are frequently 
not to be saturated, Experts are of 
the opinion that long drinking — of 
mild intoxicants will saturate a man 
though he does not consume a large 
quantity of alcohol at any one time. 

This feature of the problem seems 
to have escaped the attention of ad 
vocates of the use of light wine and 
beer. It ought to be considered care- 
fully by those men at Ottawa, the 
provincial capitals and clsewhere, who 


during 
found 


urge that wine and beer be not in- 
cluded in a prohibitory law. Many 
writers in the newspapers, while 


pretending to stand fo: 
argue in favor of the milder drinks. 
One from Southern California, where 
the light wine theory is held so in- 
sistently, takes issue with the 
that light wines are harmeless, and 
expresses himself as follows: “Surely 
you must haye observed what alcohol 
does to the moral and ethical nature 
of man; how it kills out all decent 
principle and decent thought. If you 
haven't so. observed, live critically in 
a booze community like Napa or Son- 
oma county, in California, where each 
gencration shows the cumulative ef- 
fect of alcohol in the matter of human 
degeneration,” 

Where mild intoxicants abound, 
saturation is easy. Used freely its 
effects cannot be hidden for many 
years. In some familics a single gen- 
eration will reveal these. In every 
light wine community these effects 
will be observed. France and Italy 
have been blighted and cursed by 
them. And so it is with beer in Ger- 
many, German scientists of high 
repute do not deny this. The German 
character has been affected by beer. 
The atrocities of the great war have 
been attributed in large measure to 


temperance, 


idea 


alcoholic saturation through beer 
drinking. 
Alcohol is the poison that causes 


drunkenness and the lightest wines 
and beers contain enough alcohol to 
make them dangerous.—J. H. Hazle- 
wood, Department of Social Service.

Stride Toward Early Peace Has Been

The general opinion in Paris seems 
to be that Germany may endeavor to 
haggle over the terms and try to se- 
cure a diminution in their severity, 
but that Within a relatively ‘short 
time the delegates will bow to the in- 
evitable and sign the compact. Ad- 
vices from London are to the effect 
that the terms of the peace treaty will 
not be made public until they have 
been delivered to Germany,

— According to the Tages 
Zeitung, shortly after the Hungarian 
revolution the Berlin government had 
a prolonged deliberation over a note 
from Nikolai Lenine, the Russian 
Bolsheviki premier, and his foreign 
minister, ‘Tchitcherin, which was sent 
through Adolph Joffa, the German 
ambassador to Russia, offering an al- 
liance and an army of half a million 
men to be used against the entente. 

The newspaper adds that it does 
not know what reply to the Russians 
was sent.

Weimar.—Foreign Minister Brock- 
dorff-Rantzau, addressing the national 
assembly, again threatened that Ger- 
many will not sign a peace which 
does not conform with the armistice 
terns.

Paris. — The Matin published an 
interview with M. Broda, president of 
a Czecho-Slovak delegation, repre- 
denting the Slavs of Saxony and Si- 
lesia, who declared that Germany is 
secretly carrying on extensive mili- 
tary preparations. 

According to Broda, the Germans 
are re-mobilizing thirty batterics of 
artillery near Nurbittau, thirty near 
Sachizem, and others in Prussia and 
Brandenburg, between the Baltic and 
Czech frontier. There are fifty re- 
cruiting bureaus, enlisting about 500 
cach daily, Broda said. 

Everything is being done outside 
the towns to avoid any more pub- 
ligity than is actually neggssary, 
Many war factorics supposed to be 
closed are working, according to 
Broda, New trucks are being hidden 
in Kottbus forest. Guns, shells, air- 
planes and machine guns are being 
moved inte Silesia and Saxony. 

Broda charged that Field Marshal 
von Hindenburg is backing the mili- 
tary preparations. 


Chinese Legion in Russia 


Bolshevists Using Men Imported for 
Work on Railroads 

Washington — Investigation order- 
ed by the state department.as the re- 
sult of frequent mention of Chinese 
troops operating with the Russian 
Bolsheviki forces, has disclosed that 
the Bolsheviki are using a Chinese le- 
gion, some 30,000 strong, composed 
wholly of laborers imported from 
China by the imperial Russian gov- 
ernment soon after the war began, 
for work on the Murmansk railroad. 

This information, it was learned, 
was obtained by the deparimént 
through enquiries by United States 
representatives abroad and _ officials 
of neutral countries. 

When work on the Murininel: road 
was completed, the Chinese workmen, 
about 60,000 of them, made their way 
into central Russia, and perhaps half 
ofsthem eventuay reached neutral 
countries, or geturned to China, Most 


of the others joined the Bolsheviki 


when the latter came into power be- 
cause nobody else was offering pay, 
food and clothing. ‘

Plan Gigantic Revolution 


Seizure of Germany by Reds Is to Be 
First Step 

Paris. — Confirmation of the alleg- 
ed Bolsheviki plan to seize Germany 
as the initial step in a world-wide 
proletariat revolution has been re- 
ecived in government circles here. 

According to available information, 
the Bolsheviki scheme is this: Spar- 
tacans—with the possible acquics- 
cence of the present government— 
will assume administrative power in 
Germany duringeor immediately after 
the Versailles congress. 

Once in céntrol the Spartacans will 
greet the allied demands with foided 
arms and a general attitude ‘of do 
what you like, but as far as we are 
concerned we will do nothing, mean- 
ing they will refuse to pay indemni- 
ties or cafry out any of the other 
peace terms, The Spartacans hope 
thus to force the allics to occupy cen- 
tral Europe, which they belieye would 
embitter the allicd peoples against 
their governments. 

With the allied armics in the inter- 
jor .of Germany the Spartacans 
would carry on an active propaganda 
to convert the troops to Bolshevism. 
Confident of their success in this, the 
Spartacans Aelieve the troops return- 
ing to their own countries would car- 
ry the seeds of revolt into a soil 
made fertile by miscarriage of the al- 
lies peace plans combined with the 
general social unrest in the world. 

Meanwhile a closer aliance between
